TUESDAY, November 3d, 1812. 

The Senate assembled, present as j^esterday: 
and the honorable Andrew Gregg from the 
state of Pennsylvania, and the honorable John 
Taylor from the state of South Carolina, seve* 
rally attended. 

The honorable William H. Crawford, Presi* 
dent pro tempore, resumed the chair^ 
On motion, by Mr Leib, 

Ordered^ That the Secretary acquaint the 
House of Representatives, that a quorum of the 
Senate is assembled and i^ady to proceed to 
business. 

A message from the House of Representatives 
by Mr. Magruder, their Qerk: 

Mr. President — I am directed to inform the 
Senate that a quorum of the House of Represent 
tatives is assembled, and are ready to fXY>ceed 
tobu^ness» . 

They have appointed a committee on their 
part, jointly with such committee as may be 
appointed on the part of the Senate to wait on

The following written message was received 
from the President of the United States, by Mf. 
Coles, his secretary: 

Fdlow Citizens of the Senate 

and of the House of Representaiivea. 

ON our present meeting it is my first duty to 
invite your attention to the providential favors 
which our country has experienced, in the un- 
usual degree of health dispensed to its inhabitant^ 
and in the rich abundance with which the earth 
has rewarded the labors bestowed on it In the 
successful cultivation of other branches of indus* 
try, and in the progress of general improvement 
favorable to the national prosperity, there is just 
occasion, also, for our mutual congratulations 
and thankfulness. 
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With these blesdngs are necessariijr mingled 
the pressures and vicissitudes inddent to the 
state of war, into which the United States have, 
been forced by the perseverance of a foreign 
power, in its system of injustice and aggresnon. 

Previous to its declaration, it was deemed 
proper^ as a measure ofprecaution end forecast^, 
that a considerable force should be placed in the 
Michigan territory, with a general View £o itt 
security, and in the event of war, to such opera- 
tions in the uppermost Canada as would intercept 
the hostile influence of Great Britain over the 
savages, obtain the command of the lake on 
which that part of Canada borders, and maintua 
co-operating relations with such forces as might 
be most conveniently employed against othe^ 
parts. Brigadier General Hull was charged with 
this provisional ser\ice ; having under his com^ 
mand a body of troops composed of regulars and 
of volunteers from the state of Ohio. Having 
reached his destination after his knowledge of the 
war, and possessing discretionary authority to 
act ofTensively, he passed into the neighboring 
territory of the enemy with a prospect of easy 
and victorious progress. The expedition never- 
theless terminated unfortunately, not only in a 
retreat to the town and fort of Detroit, but in th6 
surrender of both, and of the gallant corps com- 
manded by that ofiicer. The causes of this 
painful reverse will be investigated by a military 
tribunaL 

A distinguishing feature in the operatioiti 
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which preceded and foHowed tliis adverse eveqt 
is the use made by the enemy of the merciless 
savages under their influence. AVhikt the be- 
nevolent policy of the United States, invariably 
recommended peace and promoted civilization, 
among that wretched portion of the human 
race; and was making exertions to dissuade 
them from taking either ade in the war, the 
enemy has not scrupled to call to his aid their 
ruthless ferocity, arnied with the horrors of 
those instiiiments of carnage and torture, which 
are known to spare neither age nor sex. In this 
outiage against the laws of honorable war, and 
against the feelings sacred to humanity, the Bri* 
tish commanders cannot resort to a plea of reta- 
liation : for it is committed in the face of our 
example. They cannot mitigate it, by calling 
it a self-defence against men in arms: for it em* 
braces the most shocking butcheries of defence* 
less families. Nor can it be pretended that they 
are not answerable for the atrocities perpetrated > 
since the savages are employed with a know- 
ledge, and even with menaces, that their fury 
could not be controlled. Such is the spectacle 
which the deputed authorities of a nation, boast- 
ing its religion and moraUty, have not been res- 
trained from presenting to an enlightened age. 

The misfortune at Detroit was not, however, 
without a consoling eflect. It was followed by 
signal proofs, that the national spirit rises accord- 
ing to the pressure on it. The loss of an im* 
portant post; and of the brave men surrendered 
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vnth it^ inspired every where new ardor and de« 
teimination. In the states and districts least re- 
mote, it was no sooner known, than every cafi* 
zen was ready to fly with his arms* at once to 
protect his brethren against the blood thirsty sa- 
vages let loose by the enemy on an ezten^ve 
frontier, and to convert a partial calamity into 
a source of invigorated eflforts. This patriotic 
zeal, which it was necessary rather to limit than 
excite, has embodied an ample force from the 
states of Kentucky and Ohio, and from parts of 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. It is placed, with 
the addition of a few regulars, under the com- 
mand of Brigadier General Harrison, who pos- 
sesses the entire confidence of his fellow soldiers, 
among whom are citizens, some of them volun* 
teers in the ranks, not less distinguished by their 
political stations, than by thdr personal merits. 
The greater portion of this force is proceeding 
on its destination, towards the Michigan terri- 
tory, having succeeded in relieving an important 
frontier post, and in several incidental operations 
against hostile tribes of savages, rendered indis- 
pensable by the subsei*viency into which they 
had been seduced by the enemy; a seduction the 
more cruel, as it could not fail to impose a ne- 
cessity of precautionary severities, against those 
who yielded to it 

At a recent date, an attack was made on a 
post of the enemy near Niagara, by a detach- 
ment of the r^ular and other forces, under tlie 
command of Major General Van Rensselaer of 
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the militia of the state of New- York. The at* 
tacky it appears, was ordered in compliance with 
the ardor of the troops, who executed it wifii 
distinguished gallantry, and were for a time vic^ 
torious; but not receiving the expected support, 
they were compelled to yield to reinforcements 
of British regulars and savages. Our loss has 
been considerable and is deeply to be lamented. 
That of the enemy, less ascertained, will be the 
more felt, as it includes among the killed the 
commanding general, who was also the Cover* 
nor of the province; and was sustained by vete- 
ran troops, from unexperienced soldiers, who 
must daily improve in the duties of the field. 

Our expectation of gaining the command of 
the lakes, by the invasion of Canada from De- 
troit, having been disappointed, measures were 
instantly taken to provide, on them, a naval 
force superior to that of the enemy. From the 
talents and activity of the officer chaif^ed with 
this object, every thing that can be done may be 
expected. Should the present season not admit 
of complete success, the progress made will en* 
sure for the next a naval ascendancy, where it is 
essential to our permanent peace with, and con* 
trol over, the savages 

Among the incidents to the measures of the 
war, I am constrained to advert to the refusal of 
the Covernors of Massachusetts and Connecti* 
cut, to furnish the required detachments of mili* 
tia towards the defence of the maritime iiron- 
tier. The refusal was founded on a novel and uq* 
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fortunate exjpodtion of the provisions of the coo* 
stitution^ rekttng to the mtlitia. The correspond 
dences which will be before you, contain the re- 
quisite information on the subject. It is obvious^ 
that if the authority of the United States to call 
into service and command the militia fw the 
public defence, can be thus frustrated, even in a 
state of declared war, and of course under ap* 
prehensions of invasion preceding war, they are 
not one nation for the purpose most of all re- 
quiring it; and that the public safety may have 
no other resource, than in those large and per- 
manent military establishments which are for* 
bidden by the principles of our free government^ 
and against the necessity of which the militia 
were meant to be a constitutional bulwark. 

On the coasts, and on the ocean, the war has 
been as successful as circumstances inseparable 
from its early stages could promise Our public 
ships and private cruisers, by their activity, and^ 
where there was occasion, by their intrepidity, 
have made the enemy sensible of the difference 
between a reciprocity of captures, and the long 
confinement of them to their side. Our trader 
with little exception* has safely reached our 
ports ; having been much favored in it by the 
course pursued by a squadron of our frigates^ 
under the command of Commodore Rodgers. 
And in the instance, in which skill and bravery 
were more particularly tried with those of tl^ 
enemy, the American flag had an auspicious 
triumph. The frigate Constitution, commanded 
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by Captain Hull, after a close and short engage* 
ment, completely disabled and captured a Bri- 
tish frigate ; g^ning for that officer and all on 
board, a praise which cannot be too liberally be- 
stowed; not merely for the victory actually 
achieved, but for that prompt and cool exertion 
of commanding talents, which, giving to courage 
its highest character, and to the force applied its 
full effect, proved that more could have been 
done in a contest requiring more. 

Anxious to abridge the evils from which a state 
of war cannot be exempt, I lost no time after it 
was dcclaitxl in conveying to the British govern- 
mcnt the terms on which its progress might be 
arrested, without awaiting the delays of a formal 
and final pacification And our charge d'af« 
faires at London was, at the same time, autho- 
rised to agree to an armistice founded upon them. 
These terms required, that the orders in council 
should be repealed as they affected the United 
States, without a revival of blockades violating 
acknowledged rules; and that there should be an 
immediate discharge of American seamen from 
British ships, and a stop to impressment from 
American ships, with an understanding that an 
exclusion of the seamen of each nation from the 
ships of the other should be stipulated; and that 
the armistice should be improved into a defini- 
tive and comprehensive adjustment of depending 
controversies. Although a repeal of the orders 
susceptible of explanations meeting the views of 
thisgovcrnmenty had taken place before this pa- 
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cific advance was communicated to that of Great 
Britain, the advance was declined, from an 
avowed repugnance to a suspension of the prac- 
tice of impressments during the armistice, and 
without any intimation that the arrangement 
proposed with respect to seamen would be accept* 
ed. Whether the subsequent communications 
from this government, affording an occasion for 
re considering the subject, on the part of Great 
Britain, will be viewed in a more favorable lights 
or received in a more accommodating spirit^ re- 
mains to be known. It would be unwise to re* 
lax our measures, in any respect, on a presump* 
tion of such a result 

The documents from the Department of State, 
which relate to this subject, will give a view al- 
so of the propositions for an armistice, which 
have been received here, one of them from the 
authorities at Halifax and in Canada, the other 
from the British government itself, through Ad* 
miral Warren; and. of the grounds on which 
neither of them could be accepted. 

Our affairs with France retain the posture 
which they held at my last communications to 
you. Notwithstanding the authorised expecta* 
tions of an early as well as favorable issue (o the 
discussions on foot; these have been procrasti* 
Dated to the latest date. The only intervening 
occurrence meriting attention, is the promulga- 
tion of a French decree purporting to be a de- 
finitive repeal of the Berlin and Milan decreed. 
This proceeding, although made the ground of 
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the repeal of the British orders in council, is 
rendered, by the time and manner of it, liable 
to many objections. 

The final communications from our special 
minister to Denmark, afTord furthw proofs of 
the good eflTects of his mission, and of the amica- 
ble disposition of the Danish government. From 
Russia we have the satisfaction to receive assu'- 
ranees of continued friendship, and that it will 
riot be affected by the rupture between the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain. Sweden also pro- 
fesses sentiments favorable to the subsisting har-. 
mony. 

With the Barbary powers, excepting that of 
Algiers, our aAairs remain on the ordinary foot- 
ing. The Consul General residing with that 
regency, has suddenly and without cause, been 
banished, together with all the American citizens 
found there. Whether this was the transitory 
effect of capricious despotism, or the first act of 
predetermined hostility, is not ascertained. Pre- 
cautions were taken by the Consul, on the lat- 
ter supposition. 

The Indian tribes, not under foreign instiga- 
tions, remain at j>eace, and receive the civilising 
attentions, which have proved so beneficial to 
them. 

With a view to that vigorous prosecution of 
the war, to which our national facul^ties are ade- 
quate, the attention of Congress will be particu- 
larly drawn to the insufficiency of existing 
provisions for filling up the military establish- 
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ment Such is the happy condition of our coun* 
lv}% arising from the facility of subsistence and 
the high wages for every species of occupatiooi 
that notwithstanding the augmented induce* 
ments provided at the last session, a partial sue* 
cess only has attended the recruiting service* 
The deficiency has been necessarily supplied dur- 
ing the campaign, by other than regular troop% 
with all the inconveniences and expense inci* 
dent to them. The remedy lies, in establishing^ 
more favorably for the private soldier, the pro* 
portion between his recompense and the term of 
his enlistment. And it is a subject which can* 
not too soon or too seriously be taken into con* 
sideration. 

The same insufiiciency has been experienced 
in the provisions for volunteers made by an act 
of the last session. The recompense for the. 
seiTice required in this case, is still less attractive 
than in the other. And although patriotism 
alone has sent into the field some valuable corps 
of that description, those alone who can afford 
the sacrifice, can be reasonably expected to yield 
to that impulse. 

It will merit consideration also whether^ as 
auxiliary to the security of our frontiers, corps 
may not be advantageously organized, with a re- 
striction of their ser\nces to :f>axticular districts 
convenient to them. And whether the local and 
occasional services of mariners and others in the 
^a-port towns, under a similar organization, 

c 
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would not be a provident addition to the jmeans 
of their defence. 

1 recommend a provision for an increase of 
the general oflicers of the array, the deficiency 
of which has been illustrated by the number and 
distance of separate commands, which the course 
of the war and the advantage of the service have 
required. 

And I cannot press too strongly, on the ear- 
liest attention of the Legislature, the importance 
of the re organization of the staff establishment; 
with a view to render more distinct and definite 
the relations and responsibilities of its several de- 
part menfs That there is room for improve- 
ments which will materially promote both eco- 
nomy and success, in what appertains to the ar- 
my and the war, is equally inculcated by the 
examples of other countries, and by the experi- 
ence of our own. 

A revision of the militia laws for the purpose 
of rendering them more systematic, and better 
adapting them to emergencies of the war, is at 
this time particularly desirable. 

Of the nuditional ships authorised to befitted 
for service, two will be shortly ready to sail; a 
third is under repair and delay will be avoided 
in the ivpajr of the residue. Of the appropria- 
tior.s for the puichase of materials for ship- 
bi) Iding, the giealt r part has been applied to 
tliat object, and the purchase will be continue4 
with the balance. 
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The entcrprizing spirit which has character* 
ised our naval force, and its success both in re^ 
straining insults and depredations on our coasts, 
and in reprisals on the enemy, will not fail to 
recommend an enlargement of it 

There being reason to believe that the act pror 
hibiting the acceptance of British licenses, is not 
a suflficient guard against the use of Ihem for pur- 
poses favorable to the interests and views of the 
enemy; further provisions on that subject arc 
highly important Nor is it less so, that penal 
enactments should be provided for cases of cor- 
rupt and perfidious intercourse with the enemy, 
not amounting to treason^ nor yet embraced by 
any statutory provisions* 

A considerable number of American vessels^ 
which were in England when the revocation of 
the orders in council took place, were laden with 
British manufactures, under an erroneous im* 
pression that the non-importation act would 
immediately cease to operate, and have arrived 
in the United States. It did not appear proper 
to exercise, on unforeseen cases of such magni- 
tude, the ordinary powers vested in the Treasu- 
ry Department to mitigate forfeitures, without 
previously affording to Congiess an opportunity 
of making on the subject such provision as ihty 
may think proper. In their decision they will 
doubtless equally consult what is due to equita- 
ble considerations and to the public intereft 

The receipts into the Treasury, during the 
year ending on the 30tb of September last, have 
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exceeded sixteen millions and a half of dollars; 
which haVe been sufficient to defray all the de« 
mands on the Treticury to that day, including a 
necessary re-imbun?ement of near three millions 
of the principal of the public debt. In these re« 
ceipts is included a sum of near i^5»850,000, re- 
ceived on account of the loans authorised by the 
acts of the last session: the whole sum actually 
obtained on loan amounts to eleven millions of 
dollars, the residue of which, being receivable 
subsequent to the 30th of September last, will, 
together with the current revenue, enable us to 
defray all the expenses of this yean 

The duties on the late unexpected importa- 
tions of British manufactures, will render the 
revenue of the ensuing year more productive 
than could have been anticipated. 

The situation of our country, fellow citizens, 
is not without its diflficultics; though it abounds 
in animatinsc considerations of which the view 
here presented of our pecuniary resources is an 
example. With more than one nation we have 
serious and unsettled controversies; and with 
one, powerful in the means and habits of war, 
we are at war. The spirit and strength of the 
nation are nevertheless equal to the support of 
all its rights, and to carry it through all its trialr 
Tlicy can be met in that confidence. Above all, 
we have the inestimable consolation of knowing, 
that the war in which we are actually engaged, is 
a war neither ofambition nor of vainglory; that 
it is waged, not in violation of the rights of others. 
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but in the maintenance of our own; that it was 
preceded by a patience without example, under 
wrongs accumulating without end: and that it 
was finally not declared until every hope of avert* 
ing it was extinguished, by the transfer of the 
British sceptre into new hands, clinging to for- 
mer councils; and until declarations were reite- 
rated to the last hour, through the Gtritish envoy 
here, that the hostile edicts against our commer* 
cial rights and our maritime independence would 
not be revoked; nay that they cotild not be re- 
voked, without violating the obligations of Great 
Britain to other powers, as well as to her own 
interests. To have shrunk, under such circum- 
stances, from manly resistance, woull have been 
a degradation blasting our best and proudest 
hopes: it would have struck us from the high 
rank, where the virtuous stmgglcs of our fathers 
had placed us, and have betrayed the magnifi- 
cent legacy which we hold in trust for future 
generations. It would have acknowledged, that 
on the clement, which forms three fourths of the 
globe we inhabit, and where all independent na- 
tions have equal and common rights, the Ameri- 
can people were not an independent people, but 
colonists and vassals. It was at this moment, 
and with such an alternative, that war was cho- 
sen. The nation felt the necessity of it, and call- 
ed for it. The appeal was accordingly made, 
in a just cause, to the just and all powerful Be- 
ing who holds in his hand the chain of events and 
the destiny of nations. It remains only, that. 
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faithrul to ourselves, entangled in no connexions 
with the views of other powers, and ever ready 
to accept peace from the hand of justice, we 
prosecute the war with united counsels and with 
the ample faculties of the nation, until peace be 
so obtained, and as the only means, under tht 
Divine blessing, of speedily obtaining it.

teen years, for cci-tain mill machinery, and which 
had expired by its own limitation, was renewed 
and continued for fourteen years from the date of 
the act. It appears that in the interval between 
the expiration and renewal of the patent, several 
grist mills were erected into which the use of Mr- 
Evans' machinery was introduced. 

By a judicial construction of the act of Coa^- 
gress, it is held to prohibit ti>e use of the machine- 
ry after the passing of the act, without the licence 
of the patentee, although the mill and machine- 
ry ivere constructed when no patent or exclu-* 
sive right existed. 

It also appears tliat the pi*ice at which Mr. 
Evans rated his licences before the act of 1808, 
for one water wheel, was from 30 to 40 dollars. 

Since that act, his prices have been gradually 
augmented, and he now requires from 3 to 400 
dollars for the machinery used in the manufac- 
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ture of flour by each pair of stones of six feet' 
dBameter. 

In a single mill having several pair of stones^ 
a demand was made of 2,200 dollars for the use 
of theinachineiy* 

The machinery is undeniably of great impdi^ 
fcince to the public, but the increased and increas- 
ing prices of the patentee, threaten the impositioti 
ef an intolerable burthen upon a very useful and 
Important class of manufacturers. 
' The committee are not prepared to recomfflend 
any specific relief ih the case^ and conqeiving that 
it deserves more attention than it can recdve 
during the present session, consider that it would 
be adviseable to abstain from acting Upon the sub- 
ject at this time, and to leave it to the maturer 
consideration of the ensuing Congress. The 
following resolution is submitted:

To tJie Senate and House of 

Represeiitalives oj the United States. 

I LAY before Congress copies of a pro- 
clamation of the British lieutenant governor of 
the Island of Bermuda, which has appeared under 
circumstances leaving no doubt of its authentici- 
ty- It recites a British order in council of the 
26th of October last, providing for the supply of 
the British West Indies, and other colonial pos- 
sessions, by a trade under special licences; and 
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is accompanied by a- circular instruction to the 
colonial governors, which confines licensed im^ 
portations from ports of the United States to the 
ports of the eastern statcfs exclusively. 

The government of Great Britain had already 
introduced into her commerce during war, a 
system, which, at once violating the rights of 
other nations, and resting on a mass of forgery 
and perjury unknown to other times, was mak- 
ing an unfortunate progress in undermining those 
principles of morality and religion, which are 
the best foundation of national happiness. 

The policy now proclaimed to the world, in- 
troduces into her modes of warfare, a system 
equally distinguished by the deformity of its fea- 
tures, and the depravity of its character; having 
for its object to dissolve the ties of allegiance and 
the sentiments of loyalty in the adversary nation, 
and to seduce and separate its component parts 
the one from the other. 

The general tendency of these demoralizing 
and disorganizing contrivances will be reproba- 
ted by the civilized and christian world; and the 
insulting attempt on the virtue, the honor, the 
patriotism, and the fidelity of our brethern of 
the eastern states, will not fail to call forth all 
their indignation and resentment, and to attach 
more and more all the states to that happy union 
and constitution, against which such insidious 
and malignant artifices are directed. 

The better to guard, nevertheless, against the 
effect of individual cupidity and treachery, and 
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to turn the corrupt projects of the enemy agiunst 
himself^ I recommend to the consideration of 
Cangress the expediency of an effectual prohibit 
tion of any trade whatever, by citizens or in* 
habitants of the United States, under special 
licences^ whether relating to persons or ports; 
and in aid thereof a prohibition of all exporta- 
tions from the United States in foreign bottom^ 
fewof which are actually employed, whilst multi* 
plying counterfeits of their flags and papers are 
covering and encouraging the navigation of the 
enemy..
